Xenophon,laying his foundation on this opinion,intraduceth

who recciued his Militarie Precepts from his father Philip 
and not from any other that was inferiour viito him. It. is 
written of 47«ficles, king of the Lacedemonians, that he re- - 
fuſed to learne Philoſopkic of a famousPhiloſopher of thoſe 
rimes;1t ſeeing vntohim, that being a king, -it was. not 
fitting, he ſhould be his Scholler, whoſe ſonne he was not.

I aske is; Whether, they ſhould be Philoſophers, Diuines, 


- or Lawyers, or in what kinde of faculties, they ſhould be 


wiſe ? Heereunto firſt I anſwer ; that queſtionleſſe,it would | 
be a great helpe to. the making ofa good Counſellour to - 
bee ſcene in theſe Sciences, and to haue ſpent ſometime of 
ftudy in them, Butin caſe they haueno skillin theſe, it (hall 
ſuffice, that they are wiſe in that which belengeth vnto - 
that Miniſtry, for which whe fn nominatedand called;to - 
wit : To bea Counſailour,which isa perſon, thatis fir, ſuf- 
ficient, and able, for that charge which heis to adminiſter. 
That hee haue a nimble wit, and quicke 7 | 
witnout - 
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© without that, thereſt ſerues to little purpoſe. Whereas he 
that is furniſhed therewith, with alittie helpe, attaineth ig © 
much ; He knowes things paſt, vnderſtands the. preſeng, | 
and gives his iudgement of things to come. That hee be | 
well read in ancient and moderne Hiſtories, wherein are 
contained the ſentences and opinionsof wife men ofclder 
times, by which they ordred their Common-wealths, and 
maintained them in Peace. For this kinde of reading,-deth : 
indo@rinate more ina day, then Experience hath taught 
others in many yeares, which mult by no meanes be way. _ 
ting in a Counſellour for that ordinarily in themarefound 
Prudence, Authoritie, and Experience: That he baue ha py | 
memorie, which is the Archive of the Sciences and Trea+ | 
ſure of Truths ; for witbourt it, to reade and ſtudie, is {as 
they ſay) Coger 4qua en vn harnero, to gather water ina © 
ſiue;and it importeth much, in regard of the diuerſiticof | 
buſineſſes, and perſons, with whom hee is to treate. That © 
hee haue trauailed, and ſeene forraine Countries.That hee | 
be skill'd in the Languages, and haue in all of chem- the. 
Arte and pgarbe of ſpeaking and diſcourſing well. Thathe 
more eſteeme the ſeruice of his King, and the publicke 
good, then his own priuate gaine. That hee be courteous, | 
humble, affable, and yer of a good ſpirit. That. hee-lend - 
an attentiue care,and that hee keepe that gatc open for great | 
and (ſmall,rich, and poore. Bur aboue all theſe, he muſt be 
of approued vertue, for withour it, all the reſt arc of no - 
clteeme. Hee that ſhall haue more, or leſſe of theſe qual 
ties, which are for all in Common, ſhall bee the more, ot - 
leſſe ſpfficient Counſellour.

triall. And I hold it for a great inconuenience, that the. 
iudgement of things of ſo high-a nature ſhould be remir- 
red to the relation of thoſe, who are not onely farre from 
being able to iudge, but ſcarce know how to' ſpeake tru] 
of them. By meanes whereof it is very viuall with them;to 
ſuffer chemſelues ro be auercome by deceit, and ouerſwaie

And becauſe many yeares after, King 
Saul ( out of a zeale to the good- of his people) broake 
that their. word and promile, there fellvpon him and his 
people a great famine, which continued. for the ſpace of 
three yeares. King Don Sancho, whom hey ſlew by treaſon, 
confeſſed , that that death, lighred-worthily-vpon him, be- 
cauſe hee had broaken his word, ginen to his farher' King 
Don Fernando, to palle the: partition-made with his bre- 
thren ; And the conſtancie of Daxid is knowen to all, in 
keeping that his word, which all the while 'helined hee 
eaue to Shimes, that hee would, not-put-himto death, ac- 
cording to.the deſert. of his irreuerent. language, and dif- 
reſpe& to. his perſon. - And: both diuine, : and humane 
Letters are full of the ſeucre chaſticements, which God hath 
inflited vpon thoſe, who haue not beene fairhfull in the 
keeping of their. faith and' word.

learned Doors, and holy fathers z \who. afficme: thar 4 
Prince is bound 'to; keepe- his; word, .though: hee take nor 
an oath for the performance thereof, but much more if he 
ſhall ſwcarc; and binde- it by an oath» And if they will 
nor yceld to this,let theſe Politicians plucke off their maske, 
and let thoſe that be their (cAuaries,ſpeake plaine language, 
and tell mee what they thinke of thoſe Princes, ( as of $:- 
ziſmand, and others)who made ng reckoning of that they 
promiſe and ſweare,. when as by the breach thereof, they 
haue becne vtterly ouerthrowne, when they moſt aſſured 
themſclues of Viorie.I doubt not butthey will hold it for 
a fooliſh reaſon of State.
